In the same period the num ber of 
redemptions have been high and the 
riae in sales they reported have easi­ 
ly offset the decline In the loan end 
of the business. 
The pawnbrokers 
are all taking out their federal Ii 
censes and renewing their city Ii 
censes. 
Several of the men who reported 
condition.-* to the internal revenue 
office said the decline in pawning 
would have been 75 per 
cent

mouth except for many soldiers who 
are on the ir way home from camp 
and stop in the city for a good time 
before returning to their homes and 
going to work.
